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SEC Rips 
Failure of 
Exchange 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T he 
American 
Stock 
E x c h a n g e 
(AMEX) today had a choice be­ 
tween more effective self regula­ 
tion or tougher policing by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. 
AMEX officials received in si­ 
lence Friday an SEC staff report 
raking it for widespread failure 
to enforce its own rules. 
The 127-pagc report, the most 
sweeping and critical assessment 
of a securities market ever made 
by the SEC. was studded with spe­ 
cific examples of what the SEC 
staff summed up as “general de­ 
ficiency of standards and a funda­ 
mental failure of controls.” 
The American Exchange, suc­ 
cessor to the old New York Curb 
Exchange, is the second largest 
stock exchange in the nation. One 
thousand firms are listed by 
AMEX. About 500 million shares 
valued at $30 billion were traded 
during 1961. 
Edward T. McCormick, presi­ 
dent of the exchange from 1951 
until last month, and Gilligan, Will 
& Co.. a member firm, were sin­ 
gled out for especially sharp cen­ 
sure in the staff study. 
The report suggested that Mc­ 
Cormick. because of his personal 
stock dealings, was incapable of 
being “an impartial administra­ 
tor. “ It devotes 28 pages to the 
Gilligan firm, asserting that “ 
its activities exemolify several 
important problem areas.” 
The report 
criicized McCor­ 
mick for what it called apparent 
failure “to supervise trading on 
the floor of the exchange.” Re­ 
viewing some of McCormick s per­ 
sonal stock dealings, the report 
said. “A president who is in debt 
to . . . members of the exchange 
or persons connected with issuers 
of listed securities can hardly be 
an impartial administrator.' 


Aid to Laos 
Under Fire 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
United States has left unanswered 
the question of whether i: will sus­ 
pend its S3 million monthly aid 
to the pro-Wesern government of 
Laos. 
It was generally regarded as an 
attempt to pressure the govern­ 
ment of Laotian Prince Boun Oum 
to go ahead with negotiations for 
a coalition gvernment. 
Not only a government, but the 
prospect of renewed civil w ar be­ 
tween Communist and pro-West­ 
ern forces was at stake in the 
“war of nerves” in Laos.

NEW YORK (U P l)- N o longer 
must we believe that TV wrapups 
of old years must be presided 
over by newsmen, commentators 
or Garry Moore. 
On 
CBS-TV 
Thursday 
night, 
they let a poet do it. And he did 
a bang-up job. John Ciardt wrote 
and narrated "A Memoir” about 
1961 as "Accent'' was expanded 
to a full hour and slipped into a 
prime time slot. 
It was a thoughtful, brightly­ 
paced, occasionally irreverent and 
funny, sad. sentimental hour thaf 
closed with a sturdy jigger of 
inspiration. 
The 
technique 
used 
was primarily still 
pictures 
of 
newsmakers making news. Then, 
with Ciardi putting the event into 
perspective, 
the 
camera 
would 
punotuate his remarks by closing 
upon faces 
of ordinary people 
reacting to news. 
Some taped inserts were used 
—Roger Maris hitting No. 61, Alan 
Shepard’s rocket ride, songs about 
“ the Jackie look." spoofs of the 
John Birch Society and the Peace 
Corps, some one-line 
jokes by 
Dick Gregory (who sounds more 
and more like Bob Hope on an 
off night), and some "twisters” 
in action—but 
basically 
it 
was 
the excellent pictures and Ciardi’s 
script that held the hour together. 


My only quibbles are that the 
transitions from serious to funny 
to commercial moods were too 
abrupt and that the spread of 
comedy should either have been 
instensified 
or 
eliminated 
com­ 
pletely. 


"The Lonely Woman.” undoubt­ 
edly a first cousin to "the trapped 
housewife” and "the single wom­ 
an,” issued her call for help, as 
usual, in .he opening scene of 
Thursday's "Special for Women" 
on NBC-TV. 
And. right on schedule again, 
the leading lady awakened at the 
end to the realization that she 
had been lonely all her life. So 
the final scene, in which Mrs. 
Martha Sloan pauses to take stock 
of her loneliness turns out to be 
the real beginning for her. 
The script by George Lefferts 
and Elisabeth Dutton was well- 
suited. for a change, to the bar­ 
ren reflectivity that marks each 


of these presentations. However. 


Mrs Sloan was so harshly drawn, 


so incapable ol living with her­ 


self that she soon resembled a 
neurotic basket case and not an 
everyday member of (he lonely 
crowd community. Nan Martin, 
given the task of 
main.atmng 
nervous, wretched desperation all 
through the play—almost all tn 
close-ups. too - performed with 
eloquent understanding and con­ 


trol.
